(54) ARTICLE PROVIDING SYSTEM 
(57)Abstract* 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide, in an article providing system, an article in a 
style as close to an article heretofore provided on a space as possible with a copyright 
problem and a privacy related problem avoided. 

SOLUTION: Display restriction information indicating whether or not the display is 
possible is held in a newspaper article DB 43 for every component composing an article, 
based on the display restriction information when article information is provided, 
whether or not the article information is providable is determined. If providable, the 
article information is provided as it is, and, if not providable, information indicating to 
that effect is substituted for the article information and is provided. Thus, a component 
having problems in terms of copyright and privacy can be restricted so that it is not 
provided by component unit. More specifically, problems concerned with copyright and 
privacy can be solved. 
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CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] It is the report offer system which provides two or more terminals for 
report access with reports, such as a journal and a newspaper, through a wide 
area network. The report information which carried out grouping of the 
information on component parts, such as a header which constitutes space, 
such as a journal and a newspaper, the text, and a photograph, for every report, 
A report possession means by which the display limit information that it means 
whether said component part can be displayed, and the retrieval index 
information for retrieving said report information were memorized beforehand, A 
report selection information offer means to provide said terminal for report 
access with the report selection information which takes the report information 
on the arbitration memorized by said report possession means to choose by said 
terminal side for report access, If the report information on arbitration is required 
from said terminal for report access based on said report selection information A 
report offer means to acquire this report information from said report possession 
means, and to provide for said terminal for report access, Whether in case this 



report offer means provides said terminal for report access with report 
information, the component part which cannot be displayed on the component 
part which constitutes this report information exists When it judged based on the 
display limit information memorized by said report possession means and the 
component part which cannot be displayed exists, So that providing may 
transpose to the information on an unsuitable purport and it may provide instead 
of said report offer means offering said component part as it is The report offer 
system characterized by equipping said report offer means with a report limit 
means to restrict the information on the component part with which said terminal 
for report access is provided. 

[Claim 2] The report selection information with which said terminal for report 
access is provided by said report selection information offer means It is 
constituted so that it can choose whether the whole space containing the 
demanded report is displayed, or only the demanded report is displayed at the 
terminal for report access. Said report offer means Based on said report 
selection information, at said terminal for report access, acquire the report 
information on the whole space including the report information demanded from 
said terminal for report access when displaying the whole space was specified 



from said report possession means, and it provides for said terminal for access. 
The report offer system according to claim 1 characterized by being constituted 
so that only the report information demanded from said terminal for report 
access when displaying only the demanded report was specified may be 
acquired from said report possession means and it may provide for said terminal 
for access. 

[Claim 3] An information offer means for report retrieval to offer the information 
for report retrieval for said report selection information offer means to specify 
retrieval conditions by said terminal side for report access according to the 
demand from said terminal for report access, If retrieval conditions are 
transmitted from said terminal for report access based on the information for 
report retrieval which this information offer means for report retrieval offered The 
report offer system according to claim 1 or 2 characterized by having a retrieval 
means to retrieve the report information which agrees on retrieval conditions out 
of said report possession means, and to provide for the terminal for report 
access by making the list of these retrieval results into said report selection 
information. 

[Claim 4] It has a member information maintenance means to hold the member 



code which is the information which specifies a member as a meaning, and the 
information about the member. Said report selection information offer means 
and said report offer means If it is constituted so that said member information 
maintenance means may be provided with said report selection information or 
said report information to a registered member, and said terminal for report 
access is further provided with report information from said report offer means 
The report offer system according to claim 1 to 3 characterized by having a track 
record preservation means to save the information showing the offered purport 
as track record information with said member code. 

[Claim 5] Said track record preservation means saves the report code which is 
the information which specifies a report as a meaning at the time of report 
information offer in addition to said track record information. Said retrieval means 
When specified that it makes applicable to retrieval the report information offered 
in the past from said terminal for report access The report offer system according 
to claim 4 characterized by retrieving the report information which restricts the 
report information which uses said track record information as this assignment, 
and is retrieved from said report possession means, and agrees on said retrieval 
conditions. 



[Claim 6] In addition to said track record information, said especially track record 
preservation means saves the report code which is the information which 
specifies a report as a meaning, when a member specifies. Said retrieval means 
When specified that it searches from the report information specified by 
especially a member from said terminal for report access The report offer system 
according to claim 4 or 5 characterized by retrieving the report information which 
restricts the report information which uses said track record information as this 
assignment, and is retrieved from said report possession means, and agrees on 
said retrieval conditions. 

[Claim 7] The retrieval conditions specified at said terminal for report access at 
the time of actuation of said retrieval means, Then, it has a retrieval information 
preservation means to save the report code which is the information which 
specifies the report corresponding to the report information with which said 
terminal for report access was provided from said report offer means as a 
meaning as retrieval information. Furthermore, said retrieval means is a report 
information system according to claim 3 to 6 characterized by changing and 
offering the list of said retrieval results together with the order which agrees on 
retrieval conditions based on said retrieval information. 



[Claim 8] The header with which said report selection information offer means 
was memorized by said report possession means, An electronic mail sending 
means to send the electronic mail which consists of URL for specifying this 
report to said terminal for report access, It has a URL modification means to 
change said URL to random at every sending. Said report offer means The 
report offer system according to claim 1 to 7 characterized by providing for said 
terminal for report access which acquired the report information corresponding 
to URL from said report possession means, and had the demand if report 
information is required from the terminal for report access by URL which 
constitutes said electronic mail. 

[Claim 9] It is the report offer system according to claim 8 which said electronic 
mail sending means sends the electronic mail which added member information 
to said URL, and is characterized by equipping said report offer means with a 
member specification means to specify the member who demanded report 
information from said URL. 



DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the report offer system which 
offers reports, such as a newspaper and a journal, by electronic system. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] In recent years, construction of a report offer system 



which provides each home with reports, such as a newspaper and a journal, as 
electronic intelligence through wide area networks, such as the Internet, is tried. 
[0003] These systems consist of report offer servers having the function to 
receive a report as electronic intelligence at each home, to usually hold two or 
more sets of the terminals for access which have the function displayed on a 
screen, and a report as electronic intelligence, and to provide the terminal for 
access with the electronic intelligence if needed. 

[0004] and the report of the huge amount accumulated in the past while these 
systems could offer the report in the form more near real time compared with the 
report offered by the conventional space - the object for offer - ** - there is the 
description that it can carry out. For this reason, since a big merit exists if it takes 
to a user, it is built towards offering real time and most possible information as 
much as possible. 
[0005] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, in the report published as 
space in the past, the report containing individual humanity news, such as a 
report about a report, an incident, and accident including the copyright allowed 
offer by only the space, such as what depended for example, on an external 



writer, etc. is contained. Therefore, the report which includes the problem on 
copyright and the problem on privacy about providing as electronic intelligence 
anew exists. 

[0006] Moreover, it is the midst as which it argues about the right or wrong of 
offering a report including the problem on the copyright now mentioned above, 
and the problem on privacy as electronic intelligence, and the clear judgment is 
not taken out. This invention is made in view of such a problem, in a report offer 
system, is a form near the report conventionally offered as much as possible by 
space, and aims at offering the report which had the problem on copyright, and 
the problem on privacy avoided. 
[0007] 

[The means for solving a technical problem and effectiveness] The report offer 
system according to claim 1 made in order to attain this object The report 
information which carried out grouping of the information on component parts, 
such as a header which is the system which provides two or more terminals for 
report access with reports, such as a journal and a newspaper, through a wide 
area network, and constitutes space, such as a journal and a newspaper, the 
text, and a photograph, for every report, It has a report possession means to 



memorize beforehand the display limit information that it means whether a 
component part can be displayed, and the retrieval index information for 
retrieving report information. And the terminal for report access is provided with 
the report selection information taken for a report selection-information offer 
means to choose the report information on the arbitration memorized by the 
report possession means by the terminal side for report access, and if the report 
information on arbitration is required from the terminal for report access based 
on report selection information, a report offer means will acquire the report 
information from a report possession means, and will provide for the terminal for 
report access. When, as for a report limit means, a report offer means, on the 
other hand, provides the terminal for report access with report information, 
Whether the component part which cannot be displayed on the component part 
which constitutes the report information exists So that providing may transpose 
to the information on an unsuitable purport and it may provide instead of a report 
offer means offering a component part as it is when it judges based on the 
display limit information memorized by the report possession means and the 
component part which cannot be displayed exists A report offer means restricts 
the component part with which the terminal for report access is provided. 



[0008] Thus, in order that a report limit means may restrict the component part 
with which a report offer means provides the terminal for report access in the 
report offer system of this invention based on display limit information, By 
making the report possession means memorize beforehand the display limit 
information that the purport which cannot be displayed is expressed about the 
component part (for example, a photograph and the text) which has a problem in 
providing on copyright and privacy It can restrict so that a component part with a 
copyright top or a privacy top problem may not be offered per component part. 
That is, the problem on copyright and privacy is solvable. 

[0009] Although the report offer means may be constituted so that only the 
demanded report information may be offered, moreover, like a report offer 
system according to claim 2 The report selection information with which the 
terminal for report access is provided by the report selection information offer 
means It constitutes so that it can choose whether the whole space containing 
the demanded report is displayed, or only the demanded report is displayed at 
the terminal for report access, and a report offer means is based on report 
selection information. At the terminal for report access Acquire the report 
information on the whole space including the report information demanded from 



the terminal for report access when displaying the whole space was specified 
from a report possession means, and it provides for the terminal for access. 
When displaying only the demanded report is specified, it is good to acquire only 
the report information demanded from the terminal for report access from a 
report possession means, and to provide for the terminal for access. 
[0010] It can choose whether if it does in this way, in case a user peruses, he will 
display the whole space containing the demanded report, or only the demanded 
report is displayed, and if the method of presentation which displays the whole 
space containing the demanded report is chosen, the advantage that positioning 
of the demanded report in the whole space is known will be born. However, 
although the problem that a report reading-comes to be hard simultaneously 
may occur, since it has the selectivity that it can choose whether the whole 
space containing the demanded report is displayed, or only the demanded report 
is displayed, the problem is avoidable if the method of presentation which 
displays only the demanded report is chosen. 

[0011] On the other hand, when the report offer means is constituted so that the 
report information to offer can be specified according to retrieval conditions, the 
system for report access is user-friendly for a user. To claim 3, like a publication 



therefore, a report selection information offer means An information offer means 
for report retrieval to offer the information for report retrieval for specifying 
retrieval conditions by the terminal side for report access (for example, Web 
page for report retrieval) according to the demand from the terminal for report 
access, If retrieval conditions are transmitted from the terminal for report access 
based on the information for report retrieval which the information offer means 
for report retrieval offered It is good to have a retrieval means to retrieve the 
report information which agrees on retrieval conditions out of a report 
possession means, and to provide for the terminal for report access by making 
the list of the retrieval result into report selection information. 
[0012] Thus, if the report offer system is constituted, a user can input retrieval 
conditions and can get the retrieval result list based on the retrieval condition. 
And a report can be chosen from the retrieval result lists, and report information 
can be perused. Therefore, report information is acquired out of the report 
information on past by inputting the date into retrieval conditions. That is, the 
utilization range of the report information on past spreads. Moreover, by 
enabling it to set up a keyword, the range of the printing day of a report, etc. as 
retrieval conditions, the report information which narrowed down the report 



information containing the keyword and a printing day will be acquired easily, 
and user-friendliness's of a user improves. 

[0013] Moreover, although a report selection information offer means and 
especially a report offer means may be targeted at many and unspecified users, 
without limiting a user, they are still better to limit a user and to be targeted only 
at the user (member) who limited. That is, it has a member information 
maintenance means to hold the member code which is the information according 
to claim 4 which specifies a member as a meaning, and the information about 
the member like. If a report selection information offer means and a report offer 
means are constituted so that a member information maintenance means may 
be provided with report selection information or report information to a registered 
member, and the terminal for report access is further provided with report 
information from a report offer means It is good to have a track record 
preservation means to save the information showing the offered purport as track 
record information with a member code. 

[0014] If it does in this way, a user is limited and only the user (member) who 
limited can be provided with report information. Therefore, the charge of a report 
offer system use can also be collected from a member. Moreover, since the 



information on whether the member perused or not is managed, charging using 
the information is also possible. 

[0015] Although you may make it a track record preservation means save only 
the information showing a member code and the offered purport as mentioned 
above, like a publication to claim 5 furthermore, a track record preservation 
means The report code which is the information which specifies a report as a 
meaning at the time of report information offer in addition to track record 
information is saved. A retrieval means When specified that it makes applicable 
to retrieval the report information offered in the past from the terminal for report 
access, it is good to be constituted so that the report information which restricts 
the report information which uses track record information as the assignment,, 
and is retrieved from a report possession means, and agrees on retrieval 
conditions may be retrieved. 

[0016] If it does in this way, the hysteresis of the report which the member 
perused is saved. And by using the information at the time of retrieval, retrieval 
of searching out of the report perused in the past can also be performed. 
Therefore, a search method can be diversified and the improvement in service to 
a member is brought about. 



[0017] Moreover, it sets to a report offer system according to claim 4 or 5 like the 
publication to claim 6. The report code whose track record preservation means is 
the information which specifies a report as a meaning in addition to track record 
information when especially a member specifies is saved. When a retrieval 
means is specified that it searches from the report information specified by 
especially a member from the terminal for report access, the report information 
which uses track record information as the assignment, and is retrieved from a 
report possession means may be restricted, and you may constitute so that the 
report information corresponding to retrieval conditions may be retrieved. 
[0018] If it does in this way, the report perused of a member's own volition can be 
saved now, and it can search out of the saved report. That is, it means that an 
individual report database can be created by a member's own hand. 
Consequently, the improvement in service of as opposed to breadth and a 
member in the utilization range of a report offer system is brought about. 
[0019] On the other hand, a report offer system according to claim 7 The 
retrieval conditions inputted into the report offer system according to claim 3 to 6 
in the terminal for report access at the time of actuation of a retrieval means, 
Then, a retrieval information preservation means to save the report code which 



is the information which specifies the report corresponding to the report 
information with which the terminal for report access was provided from the 
report offer means as a meaning as retrieval information is established. 
Furthermore, a retrieval means constitutes so that the list of retrieval results may 
be changed and offered together with the order which agrees on retrieval 
conditions based on said retrieval information. 

[0020] And in the report offer system constituted in this way, user-friendliness in 
case a user retrieves report information can be improved by [ corresponding to 
retrieval conditions ] the count of access of the report being memorized by the 
retrieval information preservation means, and arranging a report in order with 
many the count, and providing it with the list of retrieval results for every report. 
[0021] Moreover, a report offer system according to claim 8 The header with 
which the report selection information offer means was memorized by the report 
possession means in the report offer system according to claim 1 to 7, An 
electronic mail sending means to send the electronic mail which consists of URL 
for specifying the report to the terminal for report access, If report information is 
required by URL in which is equipped with a URL modification means to change 
URL to random at every sending, and a report offer means constitutes an 



electronic mail from a terminal for report access It constitutes so that it may 
provide for the terminal for report access which acquired the report information 
corresponding to URL from said report possession means, and had the demand. 
[0022] And according to the report offer system constituted in this way, a user 
can grasp the outline of the latest report from the header in the electronic mail 
distributed from a report offer system, and if an access demand is carried out 
using URL which is in the electronic mail if there is a report which wants to 
acquire more detailed information in the header list, detailed report information 
will be acquired. Therefore, also in this report offer system, it can become a 
more user-friendly report access system for a user. Moreover, since URL 
changes to random at every sending, a report is not come and perused except 
the candidate to whom only the user who received the electronic mail can 
peruse a report, and the electronic mail is sent. Therefore, it can decide more, 
the user of a report access system can be limited, and the unauthorized use of 
the report information system concerned can be prevented. 
[0023] In addition, an electronic mail sending means sends the electronic mail 
which added member information to URL according to claim 9 which specifies a 
report, and a report offer means is [ like ] good to constitute from URL so that it 



may have a member specification means to specify the member who demanded 
report information. If it does in this way, a member can be specified without using 
a means to specify the member by the input of a member code and a password 
generally performed. For this reason, a member can save the time and effort 
which does not need to enter a member code and a password and inputs them. 
Moreover, since a member can specify, various services which specified the 
member can be offered. Therefore, it can result in leading to the improvement in 
service to a member, as a result contributing to the increment in the membership. 
[0024] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] The example which materialized this invention is 
explained with a drawing below. In addition, the system which offers especially a 
newspaper article is explained as an example. Drawing 1 is an outline block 
diagram showing the configuration of the whole report offer system by which this 
invention was applied. As shown in drawing 1 , the report offer system of this 
example is constituted from two or more connectable homes (A home, B 
home, ...) by the management pin centerjarge 10 which distributes report 
information to two or more homes, and this management pin centerjarge 10 
through the Internet network 50. 



[0025] The A home 60 is equipped with the CATV modem 61 and PC62 for 
access. The CATV modem 61 is connected to the CATV firm (not shown) 
through the cable for television broadcasting distribution. And the CATV firm 
usually has the function as an Internet Service Provider (henceforth "ISP"), and 
offers the service which can access the server of the arbitration on the Internet. 
PC62 for access is a general-purpose personal computer, and is equipped with 
the function in which homepage access, transmission and reception of e-mail, 
etc. can be performed. 

[0026] Moreover, the B home 70 is equipped with ADSL Modem 71 and PC72 
for access. ADSL Modem 71 was connected with the ADSL hold equipment (not 
shown) installed in the dial office through the telephone line, and is further 
connected with ISP (not shown). PC72 for access is a general-purpose personal 
computer like PC62 for access, and is equipped with the function in which 
homepage access, transmission and reception of e-mail, etc. can be performed. 
In addition, since there is no difference on a function between PC62 for access 
in the A home 60, and PC72 for access in the B home 70, in explaining this 
example below, it explains using PC62 for access of the A home 60. 
[0027] On the other hand, there is a router 11 in the management pin 



center.large 10, and it connects with the Internet network 50 through it. The 
firewall 13 is connected to the router 11 and it is divided into the open segment 
20 called DMZ (Demilitarized Zone) by the firewall 13 and the internal segment 
30 which is LAN. 

[0028] The mail server 21 and the WWW server 23 are stationed at the open 
segment 20. A mail server 21 has the transceiver function of e-mail. Moreover, 
the WWW server 23 has the function to offer a WWW page. The e-mail contents 
server 31, the newspaper article server 33, the space image server 35, the 
management-by-results server 37, and a user and an accounting management 
server 39 are stationed at the internal segment 30, and each server is equipped 
with the database. 

[0029] Next, the server stationed at the open segment 20 and the internal 
segment 30 is explained in detail using drawing 2 . Drawing 2 is drawing 
showing the class of data base which the server stationed at the internal 
segment 30 holds, and the outline communication link condition of these servers 
and the server stationed at the open segment 20. 

[0030] Application which processes by accessing the database of the server 
stationed at the internal segment 30 is mounted in the mail server 21 and the 



WWW server 23. A mail server 21 is accessed to the e-mail contents server 31, 
and a user and an accounting management server 39. Moreover, the WWW 
server 23 accesses to the newspaper article server 33, the space image server 
35, the management-by-results server 37, and a user and an accounting 
management server 39. 

[0031] The newspaper article server 33 has a newspaper article DB43, and the 
space image server 35 has the space image DB45 for the e-mail contents DB41 
whose e-mail contents server 31 is a database (henceforth "DB"). Moreover, the 
management-by-results server 37 has the display track record DB47 and the 
track record DB48 according to individual. Furthermore, a user and the 
accounting management server 39 have a user and accounting DB49. 
[0032] The text put on the report header for mail magazines mentioned later, 
URL of each report, and a mail magazine is stored in the e-mail contents DB41. 
A report header, the text, the bibliography, the photograph, a pointer, a copyright 
flag of an illustration, etc. are stored in the newspaper article DB43 in the XML 
format. The stereo of a photograph or an illustration is stored in the JPEG format 
or the PNG format. 

[0033] A newspaper space image image is stored in the space image DB45 in a 



PNG format, and the positional information of each report is also stored in it. A 
user and accounting DB49 are the databases for storing individual humanity 
news, such as a member's name and a mail address, distribution track record 
information, settlement-of-accounts information, etc. 

[0034] The display track record DB47 and the track record DB48 according to 
individual are explained using drawing 3 (a) and drawing 3 (b). Drawing 3 (a) is 
the outline data block diagram of the display track record DB47. As shown in 
drawing 3 (a), the display track record DB47 consists of each train of retrieval 
keyword 47a, report code 47b, and count of display 47c. Etching primer Leakey 
is retrieval keyword 47a and report code 47b. The display track record DB47 is a 
database for storing the retrieval keyword at the time of retrieval, the report code, 
and the perused count of the report actually perused out of the retrieval result. 
[0035] Drawing 3 (b) is the outline data block diagram of the track record DB48 
according to individual. As shown in drawing 3 (b), the track record DB48 
according to individual consists of each member code 48a, report code 48b, 
retrieval time 48c, and are recording assignment flag 48d train. Etching primer 
Leakey is member code 48a and report code 48b. The track record DB48 
according to individual is a database for storing the report code searched and 



perused according to an individual. 

[0036] Below, actuation of a system is explained along with the flow chart shown 
in drawing 4 - drawing 11 . Drawing 4 is a flow chart showing creation and 
transmitting processing of a mail magazine. This processing is manually started 
by the mail server 21 of the management pin center.large 10 to the timing which 
was able to do a newspaper morning paper and a newspaper evening paper. If 
this mail magazine creation transmitting processing is started, first, in step 110 
(a step is hereafter indicated to be S), a random number will be generated within 
a mail server 21, and a character string will be generated using it. Next, the 
character string generated in S120 S1 10 is passed to the WWW server 23. 
[0037] On the other hand, it changes into URL containing the character string to 
which the directory section of URL of all the homepages (the thing of a 
homepage is only called "page" below) offered with the server concerned was 
passed from the mail server 21 in the WWW server 23 (for example, URL will be 
changed into http://www.aaa.co.jp/abcdefg/index.html if the passed character 
string is abcdefg). And in the WWW server 23, all URL of the page offered after 
this should contain this character string (S180). 

[0038] Next, in a mail server 21, the content of the mail magazine is acquired 



with reference to the e-mail contents DB41 in S130. And in S140, user 
information, such as a transmission place mail address and a member code, is 
acquired with reference to a user and accounting DB49. Based on the 
information acquired by S130 and S140, a mail magazine is created for every 
member in S150. A member code is added to the last of URL which points to a 
report then (for example, URL will be set to 
http://www.aaa. co.jp/abcdefg/index.html?user=1 2345 if a member code is 
12345). By adding a member code to URL, the WWW server 23 can specify now 
from URL the member who has accessed the WWW server 23. Thus, the mail 
magazine containing different URL for every member is created. 
[0039] Next, in S160, the accounting information of the purport which created the 
mail magazine for every member to a user and accounting DB49 is written in. 
And the mail magazine created at the end is transmitted in S170. In addition, 
although not illustrated to a flow chart, when the mail magazine which 
transmitted has returned as error mail by a certain reason, it has cancellation 
structure for the accounting information written in a user and accounting DB49. 
[0040] Drawing 12 is an example of a mail magazine. Each report consists of 
whole space image format displays URL 620 which are the page addresses 



which perform the ordinary format display URL 610 which are the header 605 
showing the easy content of the report, and the page address which performs 
the display by the ordinary format, and a display with the selection report image 
format display URL 615 and the whole space image format which are the page 
address which performs a display with a selection report image format 
sequentially from a top. This is repeated for every report. And the retrieval page 
URL 625 which is the address of the page which can search a report is shown in 
the bottom of a mail magazine. 

[0041] In addition, the whole space image format of the place said here is a . 
display format as which the newspaper whole page in which the report by which 
the display request was carried out is contained is displayed in the same image 
as the space of a actual newspaper. Drawing 13 is the example of a display of 
the whole space image format. As shown in drawing 13 , the whole space image 
format consists of a menu area 805 and image display area 810. The link for 
carrying out the enlarged display of each report currently displayed on the image 
display area 810, the link for performing are recording assignment mentioned 
later, and the link for displaying the retrieval page screen similarly mentioned 
later are displayed on a menu area 805. 



[0042] On the other hand, the same image as a part for the one-page space of a 
actual newspaper is displayed on the image display area 810. However, the 
purport which cannot be displayed on the part of the component by mask 
processing which mentions later the report component with which copyright 
setting out mentioned later is carried out is displayed (813 reference of drawing 
13). 

[0043] On the other hand, although a selection report image format is the same 
image as the space of a actual newspaper, the enlarged display only of the 
report by which the display request was carried out is carried out, and other 
reports are the display formats in the condition of not being displayed at all. 
Drawing 14 is the example of a display of a selection report image format. This 
format also consists of a menu area 815 and image display area 820. 
[0044] The link which displays the whole space containing the report currently 
displayed on the image display area 820, the link for performing are recording 
assignment mentioned later, and the link for displaying the retrieval page screen 
similarly mentioned later are displayed on a menu area 815. The one enlarged 
display of the report chosen as the image display area 820 in the space image of 
a actual newspaper on the other hand is carried out. However, the purport which 



cannot be displayed on the part of that component by mask processing which 
mentions later the report component which also mentions this format later, and 
by which copyright setting out is carried out is displayed. 

[0045] Next, an ordinary format is a display format as which only the report by 
which the display request was carried out unlike the layout of the space of a 
actual newspaper is displayed with the text and image of a HTML format. 
Drawing 15 is the example of a display of an ordinary format. This format is 
constituted by a menu area 825 and the HTML display area 830. The link for 
performing are recording assignment mentioned later and the link for displaying 
the retrieval page screen similarly mentioned later are displayed on the menu 
area 825. 

[0046] On the other hand, the link to the text, the image, and the related page of 
a HTML format etc. is displayed on the HTML display area 830. However, the 
purport which cannot be displayed on the part of that component by mask 
processing which mentions later the report component which also mentions this 
format later, and by which copyright setting out is carried out is displayed. 
[0047] One display form is chosen from a report to peruse out of a mail 
magazine, and three kinds of display form, a copy etc. makes URL shown in the 



right-hand the URL input column of a WWW browser, and a user peruses a 
report using a WWW browser. Moreover, a copy etc. makes similarly the 
retrieval page URL 625 mentioned above the URL input column of a WWW 
browser and a retrieval page is displayed to search and peruse a report. 
[0048] And the report which a user wants to peruse using the retrieval page is 
searched, and a report is perused. In addition, three kinds of above-mentioned 
display formats can be chosen also in that case. If a user performs these 
actuation, request processing will be started with PC62 for access. And in the 
request processing, information mentioned above, such. as URL and retrieval 
conditions, is transmitted to the management pin center, large 10 from PC62 for 
access. 

[0049] Next, request processing is explained using drawing 5 . Drawing 5 is a 
flow chart showing actuation of PC62 for access in request processing, and the 
management pin centerjarge 10. If the information about classification and its 
request of the request is transmitted to the management pin centerjarge 10 from 
PC62 for access in S200, request processing will be started in the management 
pin centerjarge 10. And the management pin centerjarge 10 receives the 
information about classification and its request of the request transmitted from 



PC62 for access. 

[0050] And in the management pin center.large 10, it judges first whether it is the 
display request of a report in S205. If it is not the display request of a report, it 
will progress to S210. If it is the display request of a report, the display format of 
a report will be judged in S250. If it is a request of the whole space image format 
display, the whole S255 space image format display processing will be started. 
Moreover, if it is a selection report image format display request, S260 selection 
report image format display processing will be started. And if it is an ordinary 
format display request, S265 ordinary-format display processing will be started. 
[0051] On the other hand, it is judged in S210 whether it is a retrieval request. If 
it is not a retrieval request, it will progress to S215, and if it is a retrieval request, 
retrieval classification will be judged in S230. Usually, if it is a request of retrieval, 
S235 usual retrieval processing will be started, if it is a request of the retrieval 
from the report searched and perused in the past, the retrieval processing from a 
report in which searched in the S240 past and it perused will be started, and if it 
is a request of the retrieval from an are recording assignment report, the retrieval 
processing from S245 are-recording assignment report will be started. 
[0052] Among these, retrieval processing usually means the processing which 



searches for all the held reports. Moreover, the retrieval processing from the 
report searched and perused in the past means the processing which the 
member searches for the report searched and perused in the past. And the 
retrieval processing from an are recording assignment report means the 
processing which the member searches out of the report which chose are 
recording assignment especially among the reports perused in the past. 
[0053] In S215, it is judged whether it is an are recording assignment request. If 
it is an are recording assignment request, S225 are-recording assignment 
processing is started, otherwise, it will judge that it is a retrieval page display 
request, and S220 retrieval page display processing will be started. In addition, 
PC62 for access which required in S200 will be in the standby condition of 
waiting for the answerback from each above-mentioned processing. 
[0054] Next, retrieval page display processing is explained using drawing 6 . 
Drawing 6 is a flow chart about a retrieval page display process. The retrieval 
page display process started in the management pin center.large 10 transmits 
the retrieval page prepared beforehand in S270 to PC62 for access. 
[0055] On the other hand, 62 receive a retrieval page with PCS275 for access, 
and a retrieval page is displayed on a screen in S280. In addition, drawing 16 is 



an example of a retrieval page screen. A retrieval page screen is explained 
using drawing 16 . A user can input now into the retrieval keyword input column 
630 the keyword which wants to search. Moreover, the retrieval option carbon 
button 640 from the report which searched and perused in the past chosen when 
usually searching and usually performing retrieval from the retrieval option 
carbon button 635 and the report searched and perused in the past to choose, 
and the retrieval option carbon button 645 from the are-recording assignment 
report which chooses at the time of the retrieval from an are-recording 
assignment report are formed, and one can choose now from three kinds of 
option carbon buttons. And it is the structure by which request processing is 
started in PC62 for access by pushing the retrieval carbon button 650. 
[0056] That is, the keyword which wants to search in the retrieval keyword input 
column 630 is inputted, the option carbon button of retrieval classification to 
perform out of three kinds of retrieval classification is chosen, and each retrieval 
processing can be performed by completing the procedure of carrying out the 
depression of the retrieval carbon button 650. In addition, if Cancel button 655 is 
pushed, this retrieval page screen is the disappearing structure. 
[0057] Next, the above-mentioned usual retrieval processing is explained using 



drawing 7 . Drawing 7 is usually a flow chart about retrieval processing. 
Processing which carries out the full-text search of the newspaper article DB43 
based on the retrieval keyword which was started in the management pin 
center.large 10, and which has usually received retrieval processing from PC62 
for access is performed in S300. Then, with reference to the display track record 
DB47, the count of a display of each report is obtained in S305 based on a 
retrieval keyword and the report code of the report of the retrieval result obtained 
from S300. And a report is arranged in order of the count of a display in S310, 
the screen of a retrieval result list is constituted, and it transmits to PC62 for 
access. 

[0058] On the other hand, in PC62 for access, a retrieval result list is received by 
S315, and a retrieval result list is displayed on a screen S320. In addition, 
drawing 17 (a) is an example of the screen configuration of a retrieval result list. 
The screen configuration of a retrieval result list is explained using drawing 17 
(a). It consists of an option carbon button 705 in which the selection condition of 
a report is shown on the screen of a retrieval result list as shown in drawing 17 
(a), a report code 710, and a header 715, and only the number of reports with 
which this was searched is displayed. And the whole space image format display 



carbon button 720 which performs a display with the whole space image format, 
the selection report image format display carbon button 725 which performs a 
display with a selection report image format, and the ordinary format display 
carbon button 730 which performs the display of an ordinary format are 
displayed on the bottom. A report can be perused now in each format by 
choosing the option carbon button 705 of a report which a user wants to see, 
and carrying out the depression of one of three kinds of carbon buttons of the 
bottom. 

[0059] Next, the retrieval processing from the report searched and perused in 
the above-mentioned past and the retrieval processing from an are recording 
assignment report are explained using drawing 8 . Drawing 8 is a flow chart 
about the retrieval processing from the report searched and perused in the past, 
and the retrieval processing from an are recording assignment report. 
Processing which carries out the full-text search of the newspaper article DB43 
based on the retrieval keyword which has received one of processings of the 
above started in the management pin center.large 10 from PC62 for access is 
performed in S330. Then, in the retrieval processing from the report searched 
and perused in the past, it judges in S335 whether it is the report searched and 



perused in the past with reference to the track record DB48 according to 
individual for every report based on the member code received from PC62 for 
access, and the report code of the retrieval result obtained in S330. And it leaves 
only the report searched and perused in the past as a retrieval result. 
[0060] On the other hand, in the retrieval processing from an are recording 
assignment report, it judges in S335 whether it is the report whose are recording 
assignment flag 48d it is the report searched and perused in the past with 
reference to the track record DB48 according to individual, and is ON for every 
report based on the member code received from PC62 for access, and the 
report code of the retrieval result obtained in S330. And it leaves only the report 
whose are recording assignment flag 48d it is the report searched and perused 
in the past, and is ON as a retrieval result. 

[0061] And the display track record DB47 is searched with S338 based on the 
retrieval keyword received from the report code and PC62 for access of the 
retrieval result obtained in this way, and the count of a display of each report is 
obtained. And a report is arranged in order of the count of a display in S340, the 
screen of a retrieval result list is constituted, and it transmits to PC62 for access. 
[0062] On the other hand, in PC62 for access, a retrieval result list is received by 



S345, and a retrieval result list is displayed on a screen S350. In addition, 
drawing 17 (a) is an example of the screen configuration of a retrieval result list. 
About each component, since it mentioned above, explanation is omitted. Next, 
three kinds of display processes and the space whole display-image formal 
display process which are judged when request processing is a display request, 
a selection report image format display process, and an ordinary format display 
process are explained. 

[0063] First, the space whole display-image formal display process and a 
selection report image format display process are explained along with the flow 
chart shown in drawing 9 . It is judged in S400 whether one of processings of the 
above started in the management pin centerjarge 10 are the report by which the 
display request was carried out from the retrieval result list, and the report by 
which the display request was direct carried out from URL shown in it and a mail 
magazine first. In the decision, in not being the report by which the display 
request was carried out from the retrieval result list, it flies to S415. 
[0064] On the other hand, in being the report by which the display request was 
carried out from the retrieval result list, it creates data in S405 with the track 
record DB48 according to individual using the member code and report code 



which have been received from PC62 for access, and retrieval time. An are 
recording assignment flag is then treated as OFF. In addition, only retrieval time 
is updated when the data which already have the same member code and a 
report code exist (refer to drawing 3 (b)). 

[0065] In S410, if creation or the data which already has the same retrieval 
keyword and a report code exists data in the display track record DB using the 
retrieval keyword and report code which have been received from PC62 for 
access, it will update. In addition, when creating data, the count of a display is 
created as 1 , and when updating, 1 is added to the value of the count of a 
display of the data which already exist (refer to drawing 3 (a)). 
[0066] In addition, the example of a retrieval result screen explained according to 
an operation of processing of S410 using drawing 17 (a) changes to the example 
of a retrieval result screen as shown in drawing 17 (b) by searching the again 
same conditions. When it explains more concretely, drawing 17 (a) is in the 
condition which inputted "Nagano" into the retrieval keyword input column 630, 
usually put the check into the retrieval option carbon button 635, and pushed the 
retrieval carbon button 650 in the retrieval page screen of drawing 16 . Drawing 
17 (a) expresses the retrieval result screen at the time of being a sky where the 



display track record DB47 is entire, and can check that the report code 710 is 
located in a line with ascending order. 

[0067] Data are added to the display track record DB47 by access. Then, like 
drawing 3 (a) A retrieval keyword is Nagano. A report code in Nagano When the 
count of a display of the record of 100016 becomes [ the count of a display of the 
record of 100015 / 3 and a retrieval keyword / a report code ] 1 in Nagano, [ a 
report code ] [ the count of a display of the record of 100010 ] [ 4 and a retrieval 
keyword ] If the conditions again same on the retrieval page screen of drawing 
16 are inputted and the depression of the retrieval carbon button 650 is carried 
out, a retrieval result screen like drawing 17 (b) will be displayed. From this 
drawing/the report code 100010 is in a high order most, and it can check 
following that degree with 100015 and 100016. 

[0068] In S415, report data are acquired with reference to a newspaper article 
DB43 using the report code received from PC62 for access. Then, the space 
image data applicable to the report data obtained by S415 mentioned above is 
acquired from the space image DB45 in S420. 

[0069] In S425, the report data and the space image data which were obtained 
by S415 and S420 which were mentioned above are transmitted to PC62 for 



access with a JAVA applet. On the other hand, in PC62 for access, report data, 
a space image, and a JAVA applet (JAVA is the trademark of Sun Microsystems) 
are received from the management pin center.large 10 S430.-A.nd mask 
processing is performed by the function of the above-mentioned JAVA applet in 
S435. 

[0070] Mask processing is explained here. Drawing 18 is drawing showing the 
outline data configuration of report data, and consists of 43j-43p which aree 
[ 43 ]-g [a / 43 /-43c, and these data 43d, / which is photograph data / 43 ], 
bibliography data 43h, and report coordinate data 43i, and a display limit flag. 
[ which are header data ] Among these, 43j-43p which are a display limit flag 
have the semantics of carrying out the display limit of the report component part 
which corresponds if this display limit flag is ON, for example. It has the 
semantics of not carrying out the display limit of the report component part which 
corresponds on the other hand if this display limit flag is OFF. For this reason, 
the display limit flag with which the report component part with a copyright top 
and a privacy top problem corresponds is turned on (henceforth "copyright 
setting out"). 

[0071] Mask processing is performed by the function of a JAVA applet, is judged 



by the above-mentioned display limit flag, and is transposed to **** of the purport 
which cannot be displayed about the report component part by which copyright 
setting out was carried out. In addition, this decision is judged for every report 
component part. And the screen by which mask processing was carried out 
[ above-mentioned ] in S440 is displayed (refer to drawing 13 and drawing 14 ). 
[0072] Next, an ordinary format display process is explained along with the flow 
chart shown in drawing 10 . In ordinary format display processing started in the 
management pin center.large 10, S450, S455, S460, and S465 abbreviate 
explanation to the above-mentioned S400, S415, S420, and S435 for processing 
of the same kind, respectively. By the ordinary format display process, report 
data and a JAVA applet are transmitted to PC62 for access after S465 in S470. 
[0073] On the other hand, in PC62 for access, the report data and the JAVA 
applet which were transmitted from the management pin center.large 10 are 
received by S475, it succeeds in the mask processing same at S485 as the 
above-mentioned S435, and a report display is performed S485 (refer to drawing 
15 ). Next, the are recording assignment processing which will be started if are 
recording assignment processing is specified in the screen displayed by each 
above-mentioned display format is explained along with the flow chart shown in 



drawing 11 . 

[0074] The are recording assignment processing started in the management pin 
centerjarge 10 uses as a key the member code and report code which have 
been received from PC62 for access, and sets the are recording assignment flag 
of the track record DB48 according to individual. And the completion screen of 
are recording assignment is transmitted to PC62 for access in S505. 
[0075] On the other hand, in PC62 for access, the completion screen of are 
recording assignment which receives the completion screen of are recording 
assignment transmitted from the management pin centerjarge 10 by S510, and 
is shown in drawing 19 by S515 is displayed on a screen. If the O.K. carbon 
button 660 is prepared with a message and this completion screen of are 
recording assignment carries out the depression of this, the completion screen 
of are recording assignment will be eliminated. 

[0076] Thus, in the report offer system of this example, by the above-mentioned 
mask processing, since it is possible to conceal about the component of a report 
with an unsuitable display, only the component part related to the problem can 
be concealed about the report which includes a problem in displaying on the 
relation between copyright or privacy. Consequently, the problem about 



copyright or privacy is avoidable. 

[0077] Moreover, since the member code which can identify a member is added 
to URL sent by the mail magazine, a member can be specified, without using the 
means of member specification by the input of a member code and a password 
generally performed. For this reason, a member does not need to be conscious 
of a member code and a password, and can receive various services which 
specified the member. Therefore, it can result in leading to the improvement in 
service to a member, as a result contributing to the increment in the membership. 
[0078] On the other hand, since a management side is also opened from 
management of a password, the time and effort of management is mitigated. 
And since a member takes the hysteresis of the page perused in the past, using 
the track record DB48 according to individual as service which specified the 
member, the retrieval narrowed down using it is realizable. Moreover, since 
especially a member can also do are recording assignment of the report of 
arbitration intentionally, the individual database based on a member's taste can 
also be created by a member's hand. For this reason, the improvement in 
service of as opposed to breadth and a member in the utilization range of a 
report offer system is brought about. 



[0079] Moreover, since a report with many counts of access can be arranged in 
the high order location at the time of displaying the list of retrieval results by 
preparing the display track record DB47, retrieval precision can be mentioned to 
it. For this reason, a member can use the system whose user-friendliness 
improved more, and brings a result whose satisfaction level improves. 
[0080] As mentioned above, although one example of this invention was 
explained, this invention is not limited to the above-mentioned example, and can 
take various modes. For example, although the image of a PNG format was 
used in the above-mentioned example in the whole space image format display 
process and the selection report image display process, this image format may 
be the image of what a WWW browser supports, for example, a JPEG format. 
[0081] And you may use combining the image of these raster methods, and the 
image of the SVG format which is a vector method. Since the SVG format holds 
the positional information of an alphabetic character or an image by text format 
inside, mask processing becomes possible easily by combining with the image 
of a PNG format or a JPEG format. 

[0082] Furthermore, although the server which has the image of a space image 
independently as a space image server 35 was prepared in the 



above-mentioned example, it also becomes possible by unifying the image data 
of a space image in a SVG format, and unifying to the XML data of a newspaper 
article DB43 for the space image server 35 to become unnecessary and to 
reduce a hardware resource. 

[0083] Moreover, when utilization of the display track record DB47 progresses 
and data are substantial, more exact retrieval is attained by making the retrieval 
keyword 47a of the display track record DB47 itself applicable to retrieval. - 
Furthermore, the function in which retrieval keyword 47a of arbitration can be set 
up to report code 47b of the display track record DB47 may be added. By doing 
in this way, the display track record DB47 in which the more substantial retrieval 
is possible can be built. In addition, as the code of the member who newly added 
and set up the train item in that case can be registered, it becomes important to 
specify and employ a user. 

[0084] Moreover, although the report by which a display with the whole space 
image format is included in being accomplished as the preceding paragraph 
story at the space needed to be chosen in the above-mentioned example, the 
structure which can perform a display with the whole space image format may be 
equipped by carrying out pagination assignment. It is more more user-friendly to 



equip such structure. Furthermore, it is more good to equip structure as which it 
is indicated by the thumbnail for every space, and the whole space of a 
newspaper side of a newspaper part is chosen from them.
